W o m en a n d T a x a tio n . 
Those women of Massachusetts who refuse 
to pay their taxes because they cauuot vole 
take, it seems to us, a very unwise position. 
The proptrty of several of them is advertised 
for sale pursuant to law, and a convention sat 
yesterday in Worcester to protest against such 
sale. 
Now, we believe in woman suffrage, 
and are thoroughly convinced the time is not 
distant wbeD this indisputable natural right 
will be accorded to women with a unanimity 
and heartiness on Hie part of men which will 
take the hearts of our sisters captive with 
thankfulness aud appreciation. 
But ladies 
will only lose ground by clamoring for new 
state laws on the question of suffrage and, at 
the same time, resisting the operation of those 
now in force. 
It is safe to say that no state 
convention in adopting a constitution not 
allowing women to voto meant to insult the 
fairer and gentler sex. 
There may have been 
in the case of almost every such adoption a 
culpable oversight of the powers and rights of 
woman as an Inseparable element in tho state; 
but we besitate to think there was anything la 
the nature of contempt for woman or a design 
to rob her of what pertains to her liberty or 
happiness. 
We have lived and grown wiser. 
Up to a time comparatively recent, few, even 
of the more advanced minds of this nation of 
ours, dreamed of woman as a positive political 
factor in government; and, further, we doubt 
whether most of U3 to-day comprehend how 
useful and influential she can be in many 
capacities. 
The full revelation of lier powers 
and adaptedness to our wants, ami how 
nobly and well she will fill a thousand niches 
in our complex system, remains to be made. 
Meanwhile, women arc unwise to violate a 
law in hope of breaking it down when nothing 
more vital is at stake than the question of 
how soon they shall handle a legal ballot. 
The excuse given for resisting (be execution 
of one law Is equally good for resisting any 
other law whose injustice is not more appa­ 
rent. 
LPt the ladies pay their taxes; under 
protest if they like, but iii remembrance that 
they who respect the essential principle of law 
as a master shall make it their servant in due 
lime.

concealed iii poverty as a general rule, and 
that opulence only st ‘als awjy the drains of 
invention when a saece»s is shown, 
lienee, 
it follows thai these commissioners ought to 
hive power to authorize a reason ible sum-suy 
#50,000—to be expended under their super­ 
vision, to build or secure boats for Hie usa of 
bona fide inventors who are wanting capital 
to secure to the state so great an invention as 
successful steam power ou lite canals. 
That 
sum, judiciously expended, would certainly 
return four-fold fruits. 
Toe problem not hav­ 
ing been solved, why should tho commission­ 
ers tie left without, some power to help invent­ 
ors out ? 
Wily should destitution strangle ge­ 
nius? 
i Wily ^should parsimony defeat suc­ 
cess in Hits important effort lo solve the cheap 
and rapid transportation problem ? 
Senator Bradley's bill relative to publishing 
election notices came up on its third reading 
in Hie House to-duv and a long and tedious 
debate arose. 
Originally it was confined to 
Steuben county, but it was made a general 
bill. 
All sorts of amendments were proposed, 
many were lost, but finally the bill was recom­ 
mitted and the committee wilt take various 
amendments into consideration. 
Newspaper 
men would do well to lock after their interests 
in this regard, as the spirit of paring down 
their charges for publishing public acts would 
put them on half ratious if possible. 
A gen­ 
eral bill to increase the fees of justices and 
jurors about twenty-five per cent, was intro­ 
duced a few days siuce, got ail adverse re­ 
port, but has been recommitted. 


Aud now that I have referred to this object 
of publishing election notices, the session 
laws also are receiving attention by bill. 
Mr. 
Dow of the Senate and Mr. Petty of tho House 
have introduced bills affecting the subject. Mr. 
Petty’s bill conqiels newspaper proprietors to 
file a sworn statement of the number of their 
actual subscribers residing in the county, and 
the supervisors shall cause the election notices 
to be published in not less than two nor more 
tbau four papers having the largest number 
of actual resident subscribers. 
In regarJ to 
the session laws his bill provides for advertis­ 
ing for sealed propoM s, Hie award to be made 
to the lowest of those who have flied sworn 
statements of the number of their subscribers 
Mr. Chadwick has introduced a bill leaving 
justices to require bail for costs'iu cases whore 
he may have cause to think the plaintiff may 
not be in good faith.

capacities. 
The full revelation of her powers 
and adapiedness to our wants, and how 
nobly and well she will till a thousand niches 
in our complex system, remains to bo nuide. 
Meanwhile, women are unwise to violate a 
law in hope of breaking it down when nothing 
more vital is at stake than the question of 
how soon they shall handle a legal ballot. 
The excuse given for resisting Ibe execution 
of one law i3 equally good for resisting any 
other law whose injustice is not more appa­ 
rent. 
Let the ladies pay their taxes; under 
protest if they like, but in remembrance that 
they who respect the essential principle of law 
as a master shall make it their servant iu due 
lime.

After considerable discussion and motions 
to lay the bill aud all amendments on the ta­ 
ble, to go into executive session, etc., the 
question recurred on the motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the substitute of M. H 
Cooper was adopted yesterday, and it was re­ 
considered—yeas 31, nays 23. 
Mr. Cooper’s 
amendment was then rejected. 
The question recurring on Merrimon’s amend­

ard, Morrill of Vermont and Saulsbury, who 
would have voted against it. 
Merrimon’s 
amendment as adopted instructs the commit 
tee to report as soon as practicable a bill pro­ 
viding for an increase of national bank circu­ 
lation, so that the whole volume thereof shall 
not exceed $400,000,000. 
Mr. DAVIS moved an amendment instruct­ 
ing the committee to report so as 10 provide 
for iree banking under the present national 
bank law. 
Rejected without discussion. The 
question then recurred on Buckingham’s mo 
tion to recommit. 
The Senate at 5 o’clock adjourned till Mon­ 
day. 
HOUSE. 
After some time spent in Committee of the 
Whole on the private calendar the House took 
a recess to give uti opportunity for the intro­ 
duction of the Chief Justice to the members 
of the House individually, a ceremony wtiich 
was gracefully performed by the Speaker.

The Casa cf th* Ktnsiioa Bauk ftg&mtt 
Roeliff Eliln^e, President of tho Huguenot 
Bank of New Pal:*, was partially tried befora 
the referee, Hon. R. E. Andrews, at the office 
of A. Scboonmakor, Jr., uptown, Friday. The 
facts of the case briefly stated ara as follows: 
Nicholas Elmendorf, formerly a well-known 
citizen of Kingston, entered Into a partner­ 
ship with Philip Lockwood, William Marten, 
and Matins Schoonmaker, somewhere about 
the rear 1853, to run the steamboat oallcd the 
Albia. 
In about two years the parties came 
to griot, Elmendorf falling for a large amount. 
On the 30th of January, 1854, the Huguenot 
Bank recovered three Judgments; one against 
Nicholas Elmendorf, 
William Masten aud 
Marius 
Schoonmaker, for $2,659.29; one 
against N. Elmendorf and M. Schoonmaker 
for $2,651.00; and the other against Nicholas 
Elmendorf for $1,031.69; amounting In all to 
$6,351.98. 
These judgments were duly dock 
eted on the same day, anil executions pat in 
Hie bands of Sher'.fi Griffith. 
At this lime 
Nicholas Elmendorf was the owner of the 
steamboat Alida, worth $19,000, and of other 
personal properly north $1,143.99; also of 
real estate iu the county worth $18,147.88, 
and the lodgment debtor, Wm. Masten, owned 
a propeller worth $1,000. 
Before the execu­ 
tions had run out on tile above-named judg­ 
ment's, the property of Elmendorf was amply 
sufficient to satisfy them. 
Iu March, 1854, tho 
Kingston Bauk recovered three judgments 
against Elmendorf, Lockwood and Schoon 
maker, amounting in the aggregate to about 
$15,000, and afterwards other judgments by 
other parties to a large amount were perfect- 
cdjagainst Elmendorf. 
In May, 1854, tho 
Sherifl made a levy on the Alida and on the 
propeller of Masten. 
In July the steamer 
AHda was 3old by the Sheriff for $19,000 to 
John 
Van Vcchten, 
for 
which 
sum, 
by 
the consent of 
the Kingston 
Bank, 
he 
gave 
his 
note 
to 
the 
Sherif. 
A few days afterwards Van Vecbten paid all 
the judgments in favor of the defendant, the 
Huguenot Bank, which were then satisfied and 
cancelled. 
The real Catalo of Elmendorf was 
sold by the .Sherif!, under other executions, in 
the Sluing of 1853. 
The payments of Hugue­ 
not Bauk judgments were made from the pro­ 
ceeds of Hie sale of the Alida, under the mis­ 
take of fuct (as claimed) that the Alida bad 
been levied upon under the executions upon 
the defendant’* judgment*, whereas no such 
levy had been made; the executions having 
run out in the Sherif!’* hands prior to any levy 
on the steamer. 
Upon discovering the error, 
the plaintiff demanded the money thus paid 
of the defendant; and not being paid, brings 
the present action to recover it. 
The case 
was first tried before Judge R. W. Peckbam, 
on the 20th day of March, 1862, who decided 
that the plaintiff had no cause of action. 
It 
was then appealed to the General Term, when 
the decision of Backhaul was sustained. 
The 
Court of Appeal?, however, reversed that de­ 
cision and ordered a new trial.

may be given their “eruptions.” In one en­ 
tire school, where the usual average atten­ 
dance is\b o u t three hundred, the average 
week before last was but one hundred and 
sixty. 
Whioplng-cough to some extent, and 
a few isolated cases of scarlet fever, have 
also contributed to the depiction of the 
schools.

years ago, is now only $16,000.

The fiaie cf the Ktogsioa Sauk agiiflit 
Eoeliff Eli Inge, President of tho Huguenot 
Bank of New Pul;*, was partially tried before 
the referee, Hon. R. E. Andrews, at the office 
of A. Schoonmaker, Jr., uptown, Friday. Tbe 
facts of the case briefly stated are as follows: 
Nicholas Elmendorf, formerly a well-known 
citizen of Kingston, entered into a partner­ 
ship with Philip Lockwood, William Master, 
and Marlas Schoonmaker, somewhere about 
the year 1853, to ran the steamboat oalled the 
Allda. 
In about two years the parties came 
to grief, Elmendorf failing for a large amount. 
On the 30th of January, 1854, the Huguenot 
Bank recovered three Judgments; one against 
Nicholas Elmendorf, 
William Masten and 
Marius 
Schoonmaker, for $2,659.29; one 
against N. Elmendorf and M. Schoonmaker 
for $2,651.00; and tbe other against Nicholas 
Elmendorf for $1,031.69; amounting In all to 
$6,351.98. 
These Judgments were duly dock­ 
eted on the same day, and executions put in 
the band3 of Sherifl Griffith. 
At this time 
Nicholas Elmendorf was the owner of the 
steamboat Alida, worth $19,000, and of other 
personal property worth $1,143.99; also of 
real estate in the county worth $18,147.88, 
and the Judgmeut debtor, Wm. Masten, owned 
a propeller worth $1,000. 
Before the execu­ 
tions had run out on the above-named judg­ 
ment’s, tbe property of Elmendorf was amply 
sufficient to satisfy them. 
In March, 1854, tho 
Kingston Bank recovered three judgments 
against Elmendorf, Lockwood and fcchoon- 
maker, amounting in the aggregate to about 
$15,000, and afterwards other judgments by 
other parties to a large amount were perfect- 
cdjagainst 
Elmendorf. 
In May, 1854, the 
Sherifl made a levy on the k Alida and on the 
propeller of Hasten. 
In July the steamer 
Alida was sold by tbe Sheriff for $19,000 to 
Jolm 
Van Vcchten, 
for 
which 
sum, 
by 
tbe consent of 
the Kingston 
Bank, 
he 
gave 
his 
note 
to 
the Sherifl. 
A few days afterwards Van Vecbten paid all 
the judgments in favor of the defendant, the 
Huguenot Bank, which were then satisfied and 
caucelled. 
The real estate of Elmendorf was 
sold by the Sherifl, under other executions, in 
the spring of 1855. 
The payments of Hugue­ 
not Bank judgments were made from the pro­ 
ceeds of the sale of the Alida, under the mis­ 
take of fact (as claimed) that the Alida bad 
been levied upon under the executions upon 
the defendant’s judgments, whereas no sucli 
levy had been made; the executions having 
run out in the Sberifl’s hands prior to any levy 
on the steamer. 
Upon discovering the error, 
the plaintiff demanded the money thus paid 
of the defendant; and not being paid, brings 
the present action to recover it. 
The case 
was first tried before Judge R. W. Peckham, 
on the 26th day of March, 1862, who decided 
that the plaintiff had no cause of action. 
It 
was then appealed to the General Term, when 
the decision of Peckham was sustained. 
The 
Court of Appeals, however, reversed that de­ 
cision and ordered a new trial. 
The amouut 
involved, with interest and costs, at the pres­ 
ent time is about $16,000.
